I decided 
this case from the Memphis Board once 
before, when Warden and Kelley were in 
office, and referred them to section 6, of 
the act of July 7, 1838, im regard to engin- 
ru; also to the 10th section of the act of 
August 30, 1882, which holds pilots, in my 
judgment, as the act says there shall be a 
competent crew on board the boat. This 
case, in regard to boats leaving port with- 
out a sufficient crew, has been decided by 
the Judge of the United States District 
Court of Ohio. The boats were fined, and 
the pilot. 

The licensed — at the wheel of the 
boat, when leaving 4 port with a license,

In financial and mercantile circles there 
Was little to vary the usual stereotyped 
dullness. The revised statement of cotton, 
showing the stock to be 4,113 bales more 
than called for in the running account, 
tended to depress holders, but its influ- 
pence was perhaps fully offset by the ad- 
vanced gold premium, the large sales to 
spinners in New York and the more en- 
couraging aspect of the Liverpool market, 
as given in the received during 
the morning, while with the heavy drain 
of the staple from interior points, the re- 
ceipts at the ports for the week foot up 
only 33,000 bales, against 34,000 bales last 
Week, and 49,000 bales for the second week 
in April, 1868. It may be estimated that 
the movement of cotton from interior 
markets to the seaboard for the week is 
about 8,000 bales. Savannah has drawn 
heavily on Augusta, Macon, etc., and 
New Orleans on Memphis and Mont- 
gomery. In all probability the receipts 
at the ports in the regular way do not ex- 
Seed 25,000 bales forthe week. Exports at 
all the ports for the week were 45,481 bales, 
making the total exports since September 
Ist, 1,064,078 bales. In stocks at all the 
ports there is a decrease of 19,000 bales 
for the week. Holders experienced a de- 
mand at Gale for low middling and 
26% @27c for middling, but were not much 
inclined to listen to such terms, the pros- 
pects for a better market next week being 
considered favorable. In the money mar- 
ket there was very little going on outside 
of the ordinary checking and depositing, 
but there were further indications of a de- 
mand for cotton, and the only question 
with buyers was whether they could get 
into the market at their limit. One or 
two banks were bare of Eastern exchange, 
and seemed to be anxious for sight cotton 
bills at par, but others reported a com- 
paratively easy condition and would 
probably have insisted on a discount of 
Mn per cent. Gold was dull at 1316 
132 buying and 132%@133 selling. There 
was very little offered and the demand 
corresponded. Early in the day a dealer 
bought $1,300 at 182%. In New Vork gold 
opened at 133%, was 132% at noon, and 
closed at 135%. Scrip was inactive and 
unchanged, save thatcounty was stronger 
in view of decreased offerings. One dealer 
bought to a moderate extent at 71@72, but 
70 was the ruling rate. City balances con- 
tinue in demand at 75@76.
